Some thort 
hiftory will be given of fimilar cafes. The probable termi- 
nation will be pointed out under the form of prognofis.— 
The indications of cure will be laid down from the molt ap- 
proved praétice.—And if an operation be found neceflary, 
every circumftance concerning it will be explained—the dif- 
ferent modes of performing it related—the reafons affigned 
for preferring the one which is employed—and the ditcrip- 
tion made clear by the exhibition of the beft furgical inftru- 
ments, 

In an hofpital which contains fo many patients, every 
feafon affords inftances of the moft important furgical cafes. 
It is impoffible to fay before-hand what thofe will be; but 
lat year there was an opportunity to confider Scropbula, 
Cancer, Gangrene, feparation of Mortified Parts, Difeafes

Faon tue Lowpon Parers, Sept. 19. 
Paris, Sept. 14, Tranflation of the arret, or pro- 
*clamation, of his Maielty’s Privy Council, regiiter- 
ed at Verfailles, Sept. 2. which annuls the refolu- 
tions that palfed’in the Parliament of Paris the 7th, 
13th, 22d, and 27th of Auguft 1787: 
** The King having , been informed, that, not- 
withitanding his Majetty’s Bed of Juttice, held at 
Verfaitles the 6th of laft Auguft, where an edict 
fupprefling the two twentieths and the four fous per 
livre, and eftablithing a.territorial fubfidy (land: tax) 
and a ftamp-duty, had been regiftsred, his Parlia- 
ment had dared the very next day, Avgult 7th, to 
declare, in the prefence of all thé Courts affembled, 
that the regiltering of the faid a&ts was illegal and 
null;—Whence it might appear that the Courts 
had a power to reform or alter the edifls iffued by 
the Monarch, to deprive them of their effential force 
by different interpretations. And whereas the faid 
Parliament, pot fatisfied.with foch fcandalous irre- 
galarity, had tried to perfuade the people on the 
74th ult. that if the members of their Aflembly did 
at any time regifter arrets for duties or taxes, it was 
only done with a view.to oblige his Majeity ; decla- 
ring at the fame time, that the King had no power 
swhatever ia that refpeét; that Parliament coald re- 
ceive none from his Majelty; that this error had 
continued too long ; and that for the fature it would 
not be in his power to obtain any fubfidies without 
revioufly convening the General Affembly of the 
Avhnee States. This was certainly done with an in- 
tent to avail themfelves of the prefent circumftances, 


and to force him to call an Affembly ; but this pri- 
vilege belongs to his Majelty alone, he being the on- 


ly jodge when it is neceffary to have the faid Affem- 
convened. It muft appear very ftrange, indeed, 
and hardly credible, that officers on whom his Ma- 
jefty has condefcended to beitow their titles, thould 
‘ ‘come to the bold refolution of thus. attacking his fa- 
“ered power, and exciting his fubjeds to commotions

All thefe irregular proceedings have been enforced 
by their tefolution of the 27th” ult. far more injuri- 
ous than all others to the Royal authority, and more 
indecent and unbecoming in its.exprefhons, in as 
much as Parliament forget themfelves fo far as to 
declare Government eapable ** of reducing the
